Employment 
project 
endorsed 


Endorsement of a possible major 
project to tram women for employment 
came this week from the Santa Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors 
The supervisors voted unanimously as 
prime sponsor in the county of the 
Comprehensive Employment and Train­ 
ing Act (CETA) to back the recommen­ 
dation of the County Commission on the 
Status of Women and County League of 
Women Voters on behalf of the training 
project 
CETA Planning Council recently took 
action by a 6-2 vote to distribute ad­ 
ditional available funding of $233.755 for 
the fiscal year 1975**76 “ to present 
programs on the basis of effectiveness 
with special monies for supportive ser­ 
vices ” 
It is from this fund that the Status of 
Women group and League of Women 
Voters asked to have a “ certain amount 
of money placed aside” for the women's 
employment training program 
The board was informed the council 
had voted 4-1 on a motion for endorse 
ment of “ Careers Unlimited.” the 
proposed state project to train women 
for employment 
However, three 
members of the council had abstained 
and there were not sufficient affirmative 
votes to pass the motion by Maria Elana 
York 
Council member Roger Heroux. who 
had supported York's motion, told the 
supervisors the three abstentions had 
come from members who had expressed 
the view they weren't sufficiently in­ 
formed about the project at this time 
The council staff had backed the 
project, and County Manpower director 
Harvey Clement reiterated his support 
of the plan 
Supervisors' action calls upon the 
CETA Planning Council to recommend a 
specific amount for the program Die 
council is an advisory body to the board 
and is expected to meet again Jan 2 The 
supervisors in their action also 
specifically endorsed “ Careers 
Unlimited ” 
Along with York and Heroux. council 
members Rafaela Fausto-Mahood and 
Lamar Smith had supported the move 
favoring funding for the women s 
program. 
Council member Lee Peters, it was 
learned, had requested an evaluation to 
be given by staff to the council Jan 6 
regarding effectiveness of all Title I 
programs. 
At its recent meeting, the council also 
discussed allocation of $360,731 which 
will be used for the fifth quarter under a 
plan to bring the organization’s fiscal 
year in line with federal fiscal year 
procedures The federal fiscal year will 
run from October to September, with the 
Santa Barbara CETA 
currently 
operating on a July to June fiscal year 
the same as the county The added 
allocation was obligated by the council to 
cover the fifth quarter this year 
Distribution of funding will be shown 
later. Clement said

Manned spaceflights are grounded 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla 
(UPI) - For the first year in a 
decade and a half, America’s 
manned spaceflight program 
will he grounded in 1976 
There will be plenty of 
behind-the-scenes work prepar­ 
ing for the return of U S 
astronauts to space in 1979 But 
meanwhile, the stage for the 
space agency's next cosmic 
spectacular will shift to a dusty 
lowland on the planet Mars 
known as Chryse 
it is there on July 4, 1976, if 
all goes as planned, that the 
first of two Viking robot 
spacecraft is to land in man’s 
initial search for life on another 
planet 
The secwid Viking is sche­ 
duled to land closer to Mars’ 
north polar ice cap on Sept 9 
The two nuclear-powered 
Vikings are programmed to 
claw, photograph and analyze 
the Martian surface and study 
its environment until next 
Thanksgiving, when a rare 
alignment of the sun, earth and 
Mars will black out communi­ 
cations with the robots for a 
month. 
There are 20 satellite launch­ 
ings on NASA’s 1976 schedule. 


but for the first time since Alan 
Shepard ventured into space in 
1961, none of the year’s shots 
will be related to the manned 
spaceflight program 
Most of the upcoming launch­ 
ings will be communications 
satellites for which NASA’s 
costs will be reimbursed 
There have been two other 
years since 1961 in which no 
Americans have flown in space 
- 1964 and 1967 — but even then 
there were unmanned test 
flights of spaceships and 
rockets designed to carry men 
Americans last flew in space 
in July when Thomas Stafford. 
Vance Brand and Donald 
"Deke" Slayton met two Rus­ 
sians in orbit 
That mission 
marked the end of an era for the 
U S space program The age of 
the big Saturn rockets and their 
Apollo spaceships is over. 
“ The glamour period has pas­ 
sed,’’ said Lee R 
Scherer, 
director of the Kennedy Space 
Center “ We should never an­ 
ticipate it again” 
His sprawling base is now 
preparing for America’s next 
spaceship, the winged rocket 
plane known as the space shut­ 
tle. It is an orbital transport 


that will be launched vertically 
like a Saturn but will glide back 
to an airport landing 
Although the first shuttle 
won't be shipped to the cape un­ 
til late 1978, its three-mile long, 
30(Ffoot wide concrete runway 
here is just about completed. 
Scherer proudly says it’s as 
long as any runway in tht 
world The former Navy pilot 
hopes to open the shuttle strip 
officially next year by landing 
the first airplane on it 
The first of the shuttles is 
now taking shape at the 
Rockwell Corp., plant at 
Downey. Calif., and is to be 
completed next September. It 
will be ferried piggyback-style 
on a Boeing 747 jet to Palmdale, 
Calif., in March, 1977, for at­ 
mospheric flight tests at 
Edwards Air Force Base in the 
Mojave Desert 
The shuttle will make its first 
free flight in June, 1978, when it 
is dropped from its 747 to glide 
to a desert landing. 
The current schedule calls for 
the first manned shuttle launch 
into orbit from this Florida 
spaceport in March. 1979. Two 
more space flights are sche­ 
duled for 1979 


Unlike the Apollos and earlier 
spaceships, the shuttle will be 
used time and again, with only 
minor refurbishing after each 
flight Not only will it carry 
men to and from space, but the 
shuttle will carry satellites up 
in a boxcar-sized cargo bay and 
bring them back when neces­ 
sary for repairs or updating 
This is the way NASA expects 
to lower the cost of doing 
business in space. 
Not only are the days of 
Apollo gone, but so are the days 
when the goal-oriented space 
agency did not hesitate to spend 
money and hire people when 
there was a job to be done and a 
launch date to be met. 
There were 26,000 people 
working at the Kennedy Space 
Center at the height of the moon 
program in the mid-1960s. Now 
there are 7,000. 
Scherer said he is under 
strong pressure from NASA 
headquarters and the White 
House budget office to keep 
manpower levels at a minimum 
when the shuttle program gets 
under way here. 
“ There’s a strong emphasis 
to try to find ways to be more 
efficient and get by with fewer 


people,’’ Scherer said in a re­ 
cent Interview 
“ The top 
management of NASA wants to 
be sure that we don’t stick with 
Apollo habits In the austere 
times that we have now” 
Most of the spaceport work­ 
ers are now involved in plann­ 
ing for shuttle operations here. 
Unlike previous projects when 
other centers were responsible 
for much of manned spaceflight 
preparation, the cape's 
engineers will have a much 
larger role in the space shuttle 
program.

Viking, a converted World War 
11 Coast Ciuard patrol vessel 
And so far they have taken it to 
San Diego, up the Inside Pas­ 
sage to Alaska, and now are 
thinking about a voyage through 
the Panama Canal to the Ea.st 
Coast 
Wahlberg. 63. an electrical 
engineer at the Lawrence 
Radiation Laboratory and later 
with the Hay Area Rapid Tran­ 
sit District who has always 
Iven interested in power boats 
and sailing, said he and his 6tF 
year-old wife bt'gan dreaming 
ab<nit their own ship after they 
charted a cruiser in 1962 
It took another three years 
before Wahlbt'rg was able to 
find the Viking, which was biid- 
1> in netxi of repair, but the 
price was low 
She was structurally .sound, 
but oh. what a mess,’’ he said 
With the help of their three 
children, relatives and neigh­ 
bors, Wahlberg began the 
major task of rebuilding the 
vessel 
Fortunately, he had 
much of the exjx'rtise needtHl to 
do the work himself 
And my wife was the bt'st of 
partners,” he said 
The ship had onlv a small 


pilot house on deck, so 
Wahlberg added a spacious 
lounge cabin and another cabin 
for the owner’s quarters He 
also remodeled and expanded 
the large engine room to 
provide heat, hot and cold 
water, and enough electrical 
power for a full range of 
navigational and safety 
devices 
He replaced the vessel’s twin 
600-horsepower engines for two 
185-horsepower engines that 
allow the Viking to cruise at a 
leisurely 9 5 knots, and use only 
10 gallons of diesel fuel an hour 
Mrs 
Wahlberg retired as 
director of nursing at Oakland’s 
Seminary Hospital last year 
because of a heart ailment, and 
WahltH'rg took early retirement 
so they could begin traveling on 
their ship They cruised to San 
Diego to test the boat, then 
spent more than two months 
traveling from Seattle to 
Alaska 
“ Despite the Viking’s size, 
my wife and I handled her 
ourselves.’’ 
Wahlberg said 
“ We took some pretty rough 
seas at times, but the Viking 
handled them well” 
For Mrs 
Wahlberg. the 
Alaskan trip was exhilarating 
“ It was delightful, watching 
bears catch salmon along 
isolated streams, seeing gla­ 
ciers plunge into the sea at 
Bartlett Cove, meeting wonder­ 
ful people, fishermen and 


cruisers ’’ 
Now that they are back and 
the Viking is tied up at the 
Alameda Yacht Harbor, they 
are making new plans.

Pre-treat heavily soil­ 
ed areas by scrubbing with detergent and a soft brush. 
Use only warm water, hot sets wrinkles during the spin­ 
ning process. Add fabric softener to final rinse. Dry on 
low setting.

pieces of scrap pipe every three or four feet apart from the in­ 
ner form to the outer one for drainage Continue to fill the 
center form with cement to the top and let set for one or two 
days before filling with dirt and plants Mother has enjoyed 
hers for fifteen vears so I do hope this helps C.J.S. — ANN 
DEAR POLLY - In answer to the problem about making 
concrete tubs for flowers I wish to pass on an idea I think is ex­ 
cellent though the tubs are not concrete. A friend has some 
tubs on her patio which are the tubs from inoperable washing 
machines She has painted them pretty colors to suit her 
decor They already have holes to provide drainage and cost 
nothing Perhaps this answers your reader's problem —

California 
Polytech nic 
University says dining out may 
be more popular then than now, 
but many of the foods may be 
fabricated from vegetable pro­ 
tein. Lundberg is head of Cai 
Poly’s hotel and restaurant 
management department 
Despite the higher cost of 
energy and rising food prices, 
he expects both fast food outlets 
and million dollar restaurants 
to thrive 
He said there will be many 
fast food outlets because they 
are economical. For social oc­ 
casions. the full dinner 


restaurant will remain 
They will be even more lux­ 
urious." he said “ The trend I 
see is toward the million dollar 
restaurant, and there will be a 
lot of them around They will be 
places of entertainment as well 
as dining .” 
Lundberg has a grant from 
the Stephen Pamenius Founda­ 
tion to study trends leading to 
cultural patterns in the 21st 
century 
"The basic patterns of taste 
do not change rapidly.” he said 
"People eat pretty much what 
they grow up with, but as we 
move up the economic ladder, 
travel more and become more 
sophisticated, we try additional 
foods " 
The foundation was created 


by Chicago restaurateur Louie 
Szathmary to look at basic 
research by other agencies, 
such as state and federal 
governments, and hold periodic 
conferences with the policy 
planning division of the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Transpor- 
tation. sociologists and 
behaviorists 
"They tell us what they find 
from their monitoring situa­ 
tion. and what future changes 
they see 
"They tell us. for instance, 
zero population is here to stay 
in this country, and what that 
means for the hospitality in­ 
dustry 
“ If you think about it. it is 
very favorable 
With fewer 
children, there will be more dis-

posable income Tie that in with 
the new ethic that leisure is 
okay, now 
"So one conclusion we can 
draw is that people with 
smaller families are likely to 
eat out and travel more 
"About 70 per cent of the new 
dwellings being built are con­ 
dominiums. and many of them 
have recreational vehicles 
parked outside, he said “ Aeon 
do is a pretty small living 
space, and people living in them 
want 
to get out more 
frequently 
Lundberg also sees emerging 
patterns in foods 
"People will eat what they 
are used to and we are adapting 
slowly to fabricated foods " he 
said 
"Fabricated vegetable 


proteins are being introduced 
into school lunch programs 
"School lunches could be a 
tastemaker for the future If 
you learn to like textured 
vegetable protein in your ham­ 
burger at lunch you’ll accept it 
for the rest of your life 
"Other changes ar^ produced 
by marketing and advertising 
Also beef is getting more ex­ 
pensive, and people will tend to 
shift away from boef We use to 
change to fish, but that’s even 
more expensive now 
Mexican food is becoming 
very big 
We’ve always had 
Mexican restaurants h< re. hut 
they are spreading across the 
country Mexican food has little 
meat, a lot of spices and 
vegetables, and it costs about 


half the usual dinner 
Lundberg said rheaper plan? 
foods will be more widely used 
than animal foods and the dif 
ference in protein and essential 
amino acids mav be made up 
with such things as soy beans 
"Also we will find better 
ways to cook and tenderize 
meats 
Lundberg also foresees wide 
use of selected plant foods such 
as peanut flour 
sunflower 
seeds and ioy 
“ Those seeds have a pretty 
good line of protein Suppose 
you had some refried beans that 
are deficient in amino acids 
Just add the proper powder, 
and it will be as good as roast 
beef without the fat and 
cholesterol “

Maybe his propensity for 
violence has been arrested,” 
wonders Inspector Bill Arm­ 
strong of the San Francisco 
police department “ Maybe his 
propensity for publicity also 
has been arrested 
Armstrong thinks Zodiac 
could simply have been in jail, 
and therefore out of circulation, 
or could have moved out of the 
area for a period. 
“ But the interesting thing is 
we think we are going to catch 
this guy,” Armstrong says. “ It 
sounds crazy, but from knowing 
the case we have the feeling 
that when we hit the right man. 
we are going to nail him 
“ Once we hit the right guy. 
we have sufficient evidence to 
build a case against him.” 
Tips from the public about 
“ the right guy“ continue to flow 
to Armstrong and others who 
have been living with the 
Zodiac problem day and night 
since 1969 In the last year more 
than 100 new leads were 
checked 
Zodiac has eluded investiga­ 
tors in spite of a flow of clues in 
letters to newspapers and 
police. After his last verified 
murder — the 1969 shooting of a 
San Francisco cab driver — his 
letter, beginning “ This is the 
Zodiac speaking,” contained a 
bloodstained piece of the vic­ 
tim’s shirt 
Besides the cab driver, 
Zodiac’s other murders includ­ 
ed the stabbing of a Riverside 
coed in 1966, the pistol shooting 
of a teen-age couple in a lover's 


lane near Vallejo in 1968, 
another lover’s lane pistol slay­ 
ing of a young woman six 
months later in which her boy 
friend survived critical in­ 
juries, and the frenzied knifing 
of a young woman two months 
after that. In the latter case, 
the dead woman’s boy friend 
recovered from a dozen 
wounds.

'crack' theory 


WASHINGTON (U P Il - 
Color photographs snapped by 
the Apollo astronauts in July 
support the idea that the Ara­ 
bian Peninsula is slowly 
rotating 
counterclockwise 
around a pivot point near the 
Golan Heights in Israeli- 
occupied Syria 
The pictures show a pattern 
of hitherto unknown fractures 
in the Earth s crust spreading 
out in three different directions 
from Lebanon One heads east 
toward Iraq, joining the Euph­ 
rates River Valley in Syria; one 
goes northeast into jumbled 
terrain, the third runs north 
into Turkey. 
Dr Farouk El-Baz. director 
of the Smithsonian Institution's 
Center for Earth and Planetary 
Studies, said the fracture runn­ 
ing into Turkey ends south of 
the town of Lice, site of recent 
severe earthquakes. 
El-Baz. leader of a team of 
scientists analyzing the photo­ 
graphs taken during the Apollo- 
Soyuz Earth orbital mission, 
said a study of the crustal frac­ 
tures indicates the Turkey 
tremors earlier this year may 
have been triggered by the very 
slow rotation of the Arabian 
Peninsula 
This agrees with the widely 
accepted theory of plate tecton­ 
ics which says that massive 
blocks of the Earth's crust con­ 
stantly are moving, grinding or 
butting against each other to 
create new land forms. These 
Earth plates are driven by mas- 
sive columns of molten 
material rising from deep in­ 
side the planet. 
In the Middle East. El Baz 
said the southern Arabian plate 
is rotating northeast toward the 
Zagros Mountains in Iran and 
away from that segment of the 
crust supporting Africa. 
This means. El Baz said at a 
recent briefing, that the Red 
Sea between Africa and Saudi 
Arabia is getting wider, at the 
rate of about two inches a year. 
On the other side of the penin­ 
sula. the Persian Gulf is getting 
narrower and El Baz said the 
strait between the Persian Gulf 
and the Gulf of Oman may be 
closed in 10 million years. 
That would turn the Persian 
Gulf into a salt lake which soon 
would evaporate. 
In the meantime. El Baz 
said, the Arabian Peninsula is 
banging against Iran, pushing 
up mountains in that country 
and causing earthquakes there, 
in central Turkey and eastern 
Iraq. 
He said further study of the 
area will probably enable 
geologists to pinpoint areas 
most susceptible to tremor. 
The newly discovered frac­ 
tures were first seen by 
astronaut Vance D. Brand who 
photographed them 
Before the Apollo observa­ 
tions, the fracture line caused 
by the Arabian Peninsula move­ 
ment was known to connect the 
Gulf of Aquaba. the Dead Sea 
and the Sea of Galilee in 
Lebanon. Now that the frac­ 
tures are known to extend 
farther northward, El Baz 
predicted the area near the 
Golan Heights eventually will 
split apart to become filled with 
water.

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Food shoppers due 


for breathing spell 


in coming year 


WASHINGTON iUIM) - 
American food shoppers will 
get a breathing spell in 1976 
after three years of rapid infla­ 
tion in their grocery bills, 
government analysts predict 
Food prices won’t stand still, 
but the increases forecast by 
Agriculture Department econo­ 
mists sound moderate by com­ 
parison with higher costs that 
forced a 47 per cent leap in 
spending at supermarket check­ 
out counters in the past three 
years 
Here is what the experts say 
grocery shoppers can expect: 
- Meats An upswing in sup­ 
plies of choice grade beef and a 
decline in lower-grade beef in 
the next few months 
This 
means more special sales and 
price cuts on high grade roasts 
and steaks, but fewer bargains 
in hamburger 
Pork, while 
down from recent price peaks, 
will remain expensive through 
mid-year 
— Dairy The butter shortage 
which 
sent 
prices zooming 
recently will ease as milk 
production recovers in early 
1976 and farm milk prices turn 
down Last fall’s wholesale in­ 
creases may keep retail dairy 
prices edging higher for a 
while, though 
Eggs: They recently have 
been selling lower than a year 
ago, and probably will stay that 
way for the next six months 
Chicken 
L ittle price 
change in the months ahead, 
despite heavier supplies, be­ 
cause pork remains -often used 
as an alternative for chicken— 
remains scarce 
With world food reserves so 
low they cannot take up the sl­ 
ack in supplies, American and 
foreign consumers are at the 
mercy of year-to-year changes 
in weather conditions that 
make the difference between 
bumper crops and poor har­ 
vests 
The long-range outlook for 
food prices, says the Agricul­ 
ture Department’s Kenneth R. 
Farrell, is "instability 
much 
of it tied to weather both here 
and abroad.” 
In the first half of 1976, 
government specialists expect 
average retail food prices to ad­ 
vance by a little more than 2 
per cent for an annual rate of 4- 
5 per cent, down from 9 per cent 
in 1975 and 14 5 per cent in each 
of the two previous years. 
Because meat and poultry 
production won’t keep up with 
growing consumer demand, the 
January-March increase proba­ 
bly will be slightly faster than 
in April-.lune, when farmers 
are expected to ship bigger sup­ 
plies of beef, pork and poultry 
to market 
Under this scenario, most 
price hikes posted in supermar­ 
kets from April through June 
will reflect normal seasonal in­ 
creases for fruits and vegeta-

bles plus continued gains in 
food processing, retailing and 
transportation costs 
Even the 4-5 per cent forecast 
for 1976 could be trimmed if 
grain export sales lag behind 
earlier 
predictions, 
holding 
down domestic grain prices and 
spurring bigger-than-expected 
production of beef and poultry. 
If this happened, January- 
March food prices would rise 
only fractionally, and consum­ 
ers might actually see a decline 
in the following three months 
because of faster-than-expected 
recovery in pork supplies. 
If export sales exceed fore­ 
casts, farmers would cut back 
meat production in response to 
higher grain prices, and con­ 
sumers would be hit by sharp 
retail hikes from April through 
June 
The forecasts are based on 
record 1975 wheat and corn 
crops and a big soybean 
harvest, which the government 
says were enough to cope with 
unexpectedly large sales to the 
Soviet Union and still support a 
recovery in meat, milk and 
poultry production. 
The analysts are shying away 
from predictions for the second 
half of 1976 because the outlook 
depends heavily on production 
of 1976 crops that m ostly 
haven’t been planted yet. 
Until the early 1970s, heavy 
reserves of grain enabled 
economists to make confident 
food price predictions a full 
year ahead Even if the coming 
year’s crop was light, they 
knew that food supplies could 
be kept steady by drawing down 
surpluses 
Now, even after a record 1975 
U S harvest and forecasts that 
American wheat, com and soy­ 
bean reserves will increase in 
the coming year, the outlook is 
different. 
World gram stocks are ex­ 
pected to decline slightly again 
in the 1975-’76 season, which 
means that grain prices beginn­ 
ing next summer will depend 
almost entirely on the outlook 
for 1976 harvests. 
This year’s giant harvest has 
sent prices of key grains, in­ 
cluding com and wheat, plung­ 
ing sharply below year-ago 
levels 
The price decline, which 
many angry farm ers blame 
largely on the administration’s 
temporary moratoriums on ex­ 
port sales to Russia and Poland 
last summer, has not yet been 
converted 
into lower meat 
prices because of the normal 
time lag in livestock produc­ 
tion. 
Present prices for beef, pork, 
milk and other livestock foods 
still largely reflect last year’s 
poor corn crop which sent feed 
prices soaring and led many 
cattle feeders and hog produc­ 
ers to trim operations. 
Besides farm prices, the so- 
called "marketing spread" will 
be operating in 1976 to force 
some increases in grocery bills. 
That spread includes all costs 
and profits involved in proces­ 
sing, transporting, handling and 
retailing food, and they proba­ 
bly will continue to rise in the 
next six months, although at a 
slower rate 
One major element will be 
w ages for food m arketing 
workers Between now and next 
June, contracts covering about 
a 
quarter-million 
unionized 
food workers will expire, the 
government says, and the new 
contracts are likely to "contin­ 
ue strong upward wage trends 
in the food industry ”

The name Curtiba will mean 
nothing to most Americans. 
Neither will Lyallpur. They 
happen to be two cities in 
Brazil and Pakistan which 
have joined the list of world 
cities having a million or more 
population. 
As recently as 1950, only 75 
cities on earth were this large. 
Today, the list has grown to 
191. ’ 
Only a decade from now, the 
roll call will have increased to 
273. 
Cities with 10 million or 
more people will likely include 
Mexico City, Sao Paulo, Los 
Angeles, Shanghai, Peking, 
London. Bombay, Calcutta, 
Seoul. Buenos Aires, Paris, 


Rio de Janeiro and Cairo in ad- 
now builds 120,000 dwelling un- 
dition to New York and Tokyo. 


In 1985, “ more than 800 
million people will be living in 
a sprawling urban nightmare 
— one in six of the human 
race,” writes London Sunday 
Tim es reporters Rosemary 
Righter and F^eter Wilshrer. 


The horrendous living condi­ 
tions endured by Calcutta’s 
present population of nine 
million are well known. But 
even in the more advanced 
countries, runaway urbaniza­ 
tion is reaching the breaking 
point. 


Tokyo, whose population in­ 
creased from 3.5 million in 
1945 to nearly 12 million today, 


its a year. Yet its housing 
shortage is estimated at well 
over half a million. 


The Paris newspaper Le 
Monde cites a report by the 
French Association of Big City 
Mayors warning that more 
and more cities in France face 
bankruptcy. 


This phenomenon or ur­ 
banization would he taking 
place even if world population 
were not growing by leaps and 
bounds. But absolute popula­ 
tion growth, which every na­ 
tion is experiencing to greater 
or lesser degree, greatly 
hastens the arrival of “the 
urban nightmare.”

Gaseous mystery 


WASHINGTON — We hate to say we 
told, you so. but we told you so 
As early as Nov 22. 1974, we warned 
that the natural gas industry was con­ 
spiring to create a phony “ shortage" as 
an excuse to deregulate prices 
We 
suggested in subsequent columns that 
plenty of gas was available to heat 
homes and run fac­ 
t o r i e s 
It s i m p l y 
w a s n ’t 
b e i n g 
delivered 
We pointed out that 
the gas companies had 
contracted to deliver 
31 per cent more gas 
tha n wa s c o mi n g 
through the pipelines 
It was unlikely, we 
suggested, that the 
companies would have 
signed contracts to 
deliver more gas than 
they had available 
The producers simply were holding 
hack gas, we charged, until they got the 
right price Now they have got the right 
price, and. voila, there is suddenly plenty 
of natural gas 
Congress has allowed them to sell gas 
at unregulated prices to “emergency" 
areas It was the companies, of course, 
that created the emergency in the first 
place by curtailing gas deliveries. Now 
that they can charge the price they want, 
the gas is flowing again, and the 
e m e r g e n c y 
m i r a c u l o u s l y 
h a s 
evaporated 
This little shell game, which will cost 
utility users millions, could have been 
exposed if the government had kept its 
own data on oil and gas reserves. Then 
the government would have known 
whether the "shortage" was real or con­ 
trived 
With this in mind. Congress authorized 
the Federal Energy Adm inistration 
(FEAi to conduct a "com plete and in­ 
dependent analysis of actual (domestic) 
oil and gas reserves." and appropriated 
$3 million to do the job 
We reported in November. 1974, that 
the FEA survey was being run "for the 


benefit of the oil men, not for the benefit 
of the public " We noted that survey 
forms "had been modified to incorporate 
virtually all the suggestions from the in­ 
dustry” 
We also reported that the sui vey forms 
were being influenced by the American 
Petroleum Institute, the industry’s 
powerful Washington lobby 
However, we quoted the survey direc­ 
tor. Daniel Rathbun. as insisting that the 
FEA would go to other sources to find 
out how much oil and gas America really 
has in its reserves. 
As It turned out, Rathbun’s study 
praised both the American Petroleum 
Institute and the American Gas Assoca- 
tion for their efforts in compiling the 
data on oil and gas reserves The study 
recom m ended that the governm ent 
merely keep on eye on these two industry 
groups, rather than run surveys of its 
own in the future 
Then, believe it or not, Rathbun left 
the government and went to work for the 
A m erican Petroleum Institute 
This 
heightened our suspicion that the $3 
million survey, which was supposed to 
give the public a true picture of the oil 
and gas shortage, was shaded to favor 
the industry 
We called Rathbun who insisted that 
he had no ties to the oil industry and 
swore that his study was not slanted We 
have now learn ed , how ever, th at 
Rathbun has a close tie to Charles 
DiBona, the American Petroleum In­ 
stitute’s executive vice president. 
DiBona first worked with Rathbun in 
the Pentagon eight years ago 
Then 
DiBona hired Rathbun to work at the 
Center for Naval Analysis DiBona sub­ 
s e q u e nt l y j oi n ed 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
Petroleum Institute.and Rathbun stayed 
in government, winding up at the FEA. 
Now Rathbun has joined his old friend 
DiBona at the American Petroleum In­ 
stitute. and DiBona was the man who put 
him on the payroll 
The taxpayers, meanwhile, have spent 
$3 million to be told that the oil and gas 
industry can be trusted to continue to in­ 
form the government whether or not

Morton wrote to Attorney General 
Edward Levi on August 1, 1975, for ex­ 
am ple, discussing an Arab boycott 
request from the Jordanian government 
to International Bechtel. Inc. The Jorda­ 
nians repudiated the religious dis­ 
crim inatory request to Bechtel, he 
reported 
But he added. "I am now writing to in­ 
form you. for such investigation as you 
may deem appropriate, of four ad­ 
ditional Arab boycott requests reported 
to this Department which we believe in­ 
volve discrimination on ethnic or 
religious grounds” 
Morton listed possible discriminatory 
requests from Iraq and Saudi Arabia to 
four U S firms: the Whittaker Corp of 
Los Angeles. Marks and Clerk, a Chicago 
law firm, the Johnston Pump Co. of 
Glendora. Calif. ; and the Red Wing Shoe 
Company of Red Wing, Minn 
The Justice Department acknowledged 
that it is investigating the Arab boycott 
but refused to comment on what com­ 
panies are involved All the companies 
named in Morton’s letter denied any dis­ 
criminatory practice

It was 1959, and Khrushchev was in 
town for the first visit of a Soviet leader 
to America In those days that sort of 
thing struck some of us as profanation, 
so a rally was organized at Carnegie 
Hall, all the payments made in advance 
according to schedule.

I 
pointed out to him the recent disclosure 
that the networks routinely pay off 
foreign officials to facilitate the delivery 
of their precious cargo. Under a strict in­ 
t e r p r e t a t i o n of the law in ma ny 
countries, you are required to take the 
cans of video tape into a dark room to 
probe the contents and establish that 
there is no dope hidden in the interstices. 
A couple of weeks of that kind of thing 
and NBC would be out of the news 
business — so everybody does it. 
In Mexico City in the early fifties you 
were required to check in your car as 
customs if leaving the country on a flying 
trip The customs clerk — I cam e to 
know him well after a dozen visits — 
received a salary of ten dollars per 
week He expected — and I have per­ 
sonal reason to believe got — five to ten 
dollars per car handled by him I suppose 
I was breaking the law I do not doubt I 
was helping the Mexican economy.

We have a lot of trouble getting people 
to obey our own laws, and manifestly we 
aren’t very good at it No foreign country 
is asking us to make bribery an ex­ 
traditable offense. Let the French and 
Germans and the Filipinos and the Japs 
enforce their laws against obnoxious 
commercial behavior by American com­ 
panies abroad — if indeed they find it 
thus obnoxious. But the derivative in­ 
dignation over here, based on the offen­ 
sive tax deductibility of a bribe, is naive. 
The government is quite prepared to 
tax the profits that result from such 
bribes: even the whores are having to 
pay taxes nowadays. The only country in 
the world in which people don’t take 
bribes is China. The trick is firing squads 
and concentration camps. The Congres­ 
sional co m m ittees would ease the 
general pain by letting up on their in­ 
dignation and acknowledging one easy 
rule: the more regulations you have, the 
greater the role of the government; the 
higher the taxation, the greater the cor­ 
ruption. 


Bureaucratic answer 


On November 24, President Gerald 
Ford sent a memorandum to all govern­ 
ment agencies and departments urging 
them to analyze their entire decision­ 
making process to determine how ad­ 
ditional consumer involvement could 
make federal agencies more responsive 
to the needs of the American consumer. 
T h i s

by-agency recitation 
of what they can do to 
help the consumer. 
A t r a n d o m , we 
picked the D ep art­ 
ment of State. Here’s 
t heir reply to the 
President: 
In order to fashion a viable blueprint 
for enhancing consumer participation 
within the D epartm ent of State, 39 
departm ental entities and three as­ 
sociated agencies were inventoried to 
determine the strengths and weaknesses 
of existing departm ental mechanisms 
for reaction to and solicitation of con­ 
sumer views. From this initial survey, 
eight offices with potentially significant 
consumer profiles were isolated and ex­ 
amined in term s of appropriate con­ 
sum er input, output, thruput. This 
analysis led to the conclusion that there 
exists positive consumer interaction 
along a broad spectrum of departmental 
functions, as well as fragmented and un­ 
focused activities in other areas of the 
department. From these findings five 
separate recommendations emerged: 


1. Designation of a special assistant to 
the under secretary for economic as con­ 
sumer affairs coordinator for the entire 
department and creation of an intra- 
departmental consumer communication 
channel. 
2. Creation of consum er interest 
guidelines for dissemination and applica­ 
tion in the department, as appropriate. 
3 
Inclusion of a consumer impact 
statem ent in departm ental decision 
memoranda, as appropriate, 
4 
Utilization of professional public 
opinion analysts to input consumer at­ 
titudes throughout the department. 
5. Facilitation of liaison between 
American consumer groups and similar 
organizations throughout the world.
